These  coni])ressors 
are.  ol  eonr>e.  ponderous  machines  whicii  mnst  at  anv  time  >;ive  tiieir 
pros])eeti\e  patrons  an  .added  sense  of  security.  luicli  is  lilted  both 
with  tile  expansion  and  circulation  system,  the  former  in  the  cold 
rooms  and  the  latter  in  the  fruit  rooms  where  chan>;e  of  air  .ctids  to 
more  satisfactorv  results.  Both  may  run  toi^^ether  or  separately  on 
either  or  both  sestenis.  The  circulation  or  cool  air  svsteni  whicli  has 
its  coils  in  a  chamber  on  the  j,Monnd  lloor.  is  handled  by  fans  driven 
l)y  electric  motors.  .Motors  of  the  same  tyi)e  han  Me  the  elevators  in 
ihe  biiitdiiij;.

Tlieri  is,  as  we  liave  said,  tlie 
fruit  shipiH-r  of  Ontario  or  Nova  Scotia,  the  slii])i)er  of  fresh  sahnon 
Irom  British  Cohnnhia.  of  fresh  meat  from  Chicai;().  Kansas  Citv. 
Omalia  or  Central  Canada,  of  e,!,'-;s  from  I'rince  lidward  Island,  of 
lisii  Irom  the  Hay  of  I'nndy  or  Mii.iniiehi.  of  potatoes  from  any  point 
in  the  provinces  and  of  dair\  ])roducts  from  any  point  of  the  conntrv. 
In  the  item  of  cheese,  this  is  especiallv  the  case  with  reference  to  tliis 
house  as  cheese  a'so  becomes  one  of  the  lines  whicii  is  seriously 
damaj,'ed  by  freezin;;  in  transit.  And  the  cheese  shii)i)er  who  has  pre- 
viously been  takint;  his  winUr  recjiiirements  to  the  l{ns;lisli  market 
in  advance  of  the  dosinj;  of  navip;ation  in  Montreal  may  now  a\ail 
himself  of  ecpial  freij,dits,  bettir  storaj;e  and  lower  insurance  at  St. 
John.  Locally  also  cold  storage  is  of  {greatest  value  to  the  i)rodnce 
dealir  since  it  aiTurds  hiiu  a  means  to  present  at  certain  seasons  glut- 
ted markets  and  heavy  losses  in  nnilton,  poultrv,  e,t;<;s,  da.rv  ])ro(luce. 
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potaloi's  ;m(I  the  liki-.  It  is  also  dl"  tiii'  ;,'rialist  valiu^  to  tlu'  imiiortir 
of  orati>,'is.  j^rajHs  and  otliir  >,mi.iii  fruits,  dried  frii:  s  and  inaiu-  ini- 
liortant  lims.  In  coinintion  with  tlie  lisli  trade  cold  stora},'e  is  of  the 
very  hi.i;lKst  vahie.  Not  only  may  it  he  lisefnl  in  the  cas.  if  Hritisli 
Colnnihia  salmon,  hut  Hay  of  Fnndy  salmon,  herrinj;,  hake.  li;,>l(loek, 
--melts  and  other  lisIi  m;.y  he  frozen  and  store<l,  and  all  kinds  of  cured 
tish  held  lor  hetter  markets.  In  connection  with  the  item  of  bait  alone, 
it  is  of  the  utmost  ini])ortaiice  to  ha\  e  fish  freezin;,'  and  storing  facilities; 
thus  tlie  I'lsherineii  can  hrinj,'  fre  h  llsli  to  the  freezers  and  take  away 
bait  for  use  in  line  fishini,'.  doiui;  away  with  the  annual  shortages  in 
one  line  or  another,  due  to  the  failure  lo  provide  a^^iinst  the  reqi-Ire- 
ments  of  the  season  as  they  may  he  inlluenced  by  the  weathir. 

.Not  tlie  least  iiUerestinj;  feature  of  the  business  is  the  fjeneral 
warehousing.  The  customer  pays  a  rale  based  rouKlilv  on  one  cent 
rental  for  each  cubic  foot  of  s])ace  occupied  pvr  mcnth.  He  pays  in- 
surance on  a  basis  of  ."iD  cents  per  hundred  dollars  per  amuiin.  When 
he  sells  or  recpiires  goods  he  sinii)ly  sends  down  his  wiitten  order  with 
his  truckman.  That  parly  on  recei\  ing  the  goods  signs  in  llie  blank 
form.  Tlure  is  no  delay,  no  red  tajjc.  vn  high-priced  help,  no  careless 
clerk,  no  rent,  nothing  hut  a  straight  buying  and  selling  proposition, 
lie  can  double  his  business  because  he  has  the  time.  He  can  halve 
his  space  because  lie  does  not  re(|iiire  it.  Herein  is  a  new  and  exact  type 
of  commercial   science. 

This  ])reamble  leads  up  to  the  (lueslion  of  cost.  It  does  a,)i)ear 
to  us  that  the  right  (|uestion  is  not  -What  will  it  cost  .'•  but  "What 
will  it  save?"  Two  classes  .if  fruit  storage  are  oCVred;  one  refrigerate  1. 
the  other  merely  frostproof.  The  former,  of  course,  ujiresents  the 
very  best  service  thai  science  backed  by  oajiital  can  jjrovide.  I.ike 
most  other  things  worth  the  having,  it  costs  something  in  advance 
of  the  ordinary  method.  It  means,  however,  the  dilTerence  between 
ordinary  postage  and  registration  on  a  letter;  that  is,  when  a  man 
IKiys  his  money  for  refrigerated  storage  he  may  di  peud  on  it  that 
his  goods  will  be  looked  after.  This  does  not  mean  that  goods  offered 
for  frostiiroof  storage  are  in  luiy  way  neglected.  Far  from  it.  It  simply 
means  that  in  a  house  which  at  its  limit  can  hold  onlv  I  lO.OOO  barrels, 
the  stock  for  which  the  price  is  jiaid  is  granted  the  acconnnodalion 
to  which   tlie  ptice  c:;iit;.  >   it.
